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BIOGRAPHY OF CLUB PRESIDENT 


ROBERT RIDGWAY RODENBERG 


The president of the Colts has managed t cram what amounts to 
several fairly crowded lifetimes into his 38 years up to the present. 


He was born at East St. Louis, Mlinois, on November 8, 1909, and 
went on the move almost immediately. The son of the late William Ae 
Rodenberg, Congressman from Illinois, Bob found himself moved from his birth- 
place to Washington, D.- C., at the tender age of six weeks. 


But that was only a sort of pre-basic training for globe-trotting. . 
After that first short hop, the youthful Rodenberg was somewhat stabilized in 
Washington for schooling. His education took him through John Eaton primary 
school; Devitt Prep; Stuyvesant School, Warrenton, Virginia; Tabor Academy, 
Marion, Massachusetts; Harvard University, and Babson Institute, Wellesley 
Hills, Massachusetts. He graduated fran the last in 1932 and away he went.

THE COACHES 


CECIL ISBELL, Head Coach 


If the Colts hamdle the pastime of Football in the manner that their 
coach did as a player, they are mighty likely to create consternation and 
then havoc in All-America Conference ranks. Cecil's talents with the pigskin 
find him something of a gridiron immortal at the ripe old age of 32. 


It may be quite some time before the game evolves anything to rival 
the Isbell-to-Hutson passing combination that had the National Football 
League on the verge of jitterdom for five years. 


Isbell, who hails from Houston, Texas, left Purdue University as an 
All-American back in 1938 and at once began throwing his weight —- as well as 
a football -- around in the NFLe His fame as a passer grew and grew, in 
spite of the fact he was operating in the choicest of choice company. As the 
Green Bay Packers! ace flipper, Cece was tossing against such dead-eye rivals 
as Slingin' Sammy Baugh, Sid Iucknan and Davey O'Brien. 


/ Disregarding such discouraging competition, the curly-haired Texan 
| fired away at the remarkable Don Hutson until together they built an all-time 
pro record in 1942. Cecil hit Hutson with 7 completions for 1,211 yards, 
‘17 of them going for touchdoms. But as good as Hutson was, his incomparable 
catching wasn't wholly the making of Isbell's reputation. Cece hit other |
